c..P. R. Preparing Case in Attempt 
to Justify Difference in Bastern 
and Western Freight Rates. 

Montréal, Sept. 3—The Canadian 
Pacific has prepared its case for pre 
sentation to the railway commission 
in October next in defense of the 
present freight rates of Western Can- 
ada, The question has special in- 
terest owing to the Canadian Pacific's 
application to the governme nt to in- 
crease its capital stock to $60,000,000. 

While it is admitted that there is 
a great differen between rates east 
and west, the company claims that 
the 900 miles stretch of wild country 
north of Lake Superior, where there 
is jittle local traffic, and where the 
cost of operation is fifteen per cent. 
#@reater than in the east, is the cause 
of the apparent discrimination, Other 
reasons adyanced are the Canadian 
duty on seft coal, steel rails and ears, 
and the long haul to the head of the 
lakes,

Lons, France, Sept, 3 Thirty-seven 
coal miners are believed to have been 
killed by anh explosion of fire damp 
this afternoon in the Clarence coal 


mine, near Bruya, in the departinent 
of Nord, 

The explosion was a severe one 
and badly wreoeked the mine, Sev- 
enty-three men ‘were working in the 
pit at the time: The work of rescue 
was. started without delay, but it 
Proved most difficult, as the passages 
of the mine Were filled with a dense 
black Vapor, and thé walls were con- 
stantly collapsing. 

Up to nightfall the rescuers had 
taken out threa dead bodies and 
twenty-three living miners All thore 
rescued aliye Were fearfully burned 
Only ten miners who were working 
near the mouth of the shaft escaped 
uninjured, Tonight crowds of rela- 
tives and friends of the men entomb- 
ed in the mine are pressing about the 
mites of the colliery, hoping against 
hope that they will be rescued un 
harmed. Altholtigh the rescuers have 
not relinquished thelr task of getting 
into the mine, the farther they pene 
trate the more choked-up they find 
the pas s, showing that the- ex 
plosion was a terrific one. The en 
tombed men were working in a re 
mote part of the pit and officials of 
the mine helieve that it will be Im- 
possible to save any of them

Charleston, W. Va., Sept. 3.—Mar- 
tial law was proclaimed in the strike- 
Atfected district along Vadant and 
Cabin creeks todav, The territory 
& mountainous atretch about twenty 
miles from the Kanawha River to the 
Fayette County line, and about sight

The decisive Move was hastened by 
the destruction of the railroad pro- 
perty by the striking miners who ‘ore 
up troeks In an attempt to stop the 
shipment of coal.
